“There is at 
present no disturbance or threat 
of disturbance that can not be 
dealt with as ordinary police mat- 
ters.

CLOSE TO OBREGON. 

The Governor, who assumed 
his present office the ist inst.. was 
making his first visit to Los An- 
geles. He formerly was a mem- 
ber of President Obregon's Cabinet 
and is consifiered one of the strong 
men of the present regime. 

“My visit ie mostly to become 
acquainted with near neighbors.”
